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Alterations, Amendments and Additions to the Rules and 
Regulations. 


FEBRUARY 5, 1886. 
(General Orders No. 1.) 


The substitute for Paragraph LIV. of General Orders No. 
26, O. B. C., series of 1881, provided by Paragraph IV. of 
General Orders No. 5, O. B. C., series of 1885, is hereby coun- 
termanded, and the following is substituted therefor : 


LIV.—The system of communicating alarms for fires from 
buildings direct to the Central Office of the Department, here- 
tofore known as the Special Building Signals, is designated and 
will be known as class 3, and such alarms of fire will be received 
and transmitted as follows : 


First, the number of the class [3], followed after an 
interval of four spaces, by the number of the station, 
with an interval of two spaces between the figures, thus: 
3----1--4--—5. The operator will transmit two 
rounds of the signal upon the combination circuit, fol- 
lowed by two rounds upon the gong circuits. Should a 
signal be received from a street box simultaneously with 
one of this class [3], the street box signal must be 
transmitted first. Whena signal of this class is received, 
if the company or companies assigned should be out of 
quarters, a special call will be sent for the engine and 
hook and ladder company in quarters nearest to the 
station indicated, unless the building from which the 
alarm was sent is in the immediate vicinity of a street 
alarm box from which an alarm has already been sent, 
in which case the special call will not be sent. : 


Chief officers and companies will respond to alarms 
of this class, as assigned by the Chief of Department, in 
the subjoined list of stations. 


The connection of all the public school buildings 
with the special building system [class 3| has been

authorized, and calls for either ambulance or police 
may also be transmitted therefrom. | 


The signals for fire and ambulance will be received 
and sent out in the manner prescribed. 


The police call, as received, will consist of two © 
rounds of the signal 5, followed by the class signal [3] 
and the number of the station, one round of which will 
be transmitted to the Police Department. 


MAY 19, 1886. 
(General Orders No. 2.) 


Section 18 of Paragraph 10 of General Orders No. 13, O. B. 
C., series of 1881, is hereby countermanded, and the following 
is substituted therefor : 


18. Employ a person to make up beds, wash bed- 
clothes, keep dormitories clean and in order, for which 
each officer and member shall pay his pro rata share of 
the expenses, and in case of transfer or detail of more 
than fifteen days’ duration the proper proportionate 
share of expenses to the several companies in which they 
may have served, not exceeding two dollars per month 
to each officer and member. 


DECEMBER I5, 1886. 
(General Orders No. 3.) 


Scction 46 of Paragraph I. of General Orders No. 29, O. B. 
C., series of 1881, is hereby countermanded, and the following 
‘is substituted therefor : 


46.—-For all Officers and Members.—A_ double- 
breasted black rubber coat to extend below the knee, 
black rubber leggings, heavy rubber boots, provided 
with inside soles of leather, and black rubber cover for 
fatigue cap.

The proportion of fires in buildings which extended to 
other buildings was reduced from 2% per cent. for the years 
1881-1885, to 24 per cent. for the years 1881-1886, and the 
proportion of buildings destroyed was reduced from 2 per cent. 
during the first-named period to 134 per cent. during the last 
named. 
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NOTABLES FIRES: 


January 24.—Ferry-house, etc., West Shore R. R. Co., foot 
of Forty-second street, North river. The fire originated in the 
westerly (outer) end of the building, which was 100 by 150 
feet, two stories in height, built of wood, sheathed with corru- 
gated iron and filled in between the posts with terra-cotta blocks. 
It had considerable headway before the alarm was received, 
and the strong wind blowing from the northwest carried the 
fire very rapidly towards the land end and prevented the fire- 
men from entering and remaining in the building, which, as it 
was found impossible to check the fire, was quickly destroyed. 
The fire also extended to the trestle work and naphtha tanks of 
the New York Consolidated Gas Company adjoining the ferry- 
house on the south. Second and third alarms were sent out, 
and also a special call for the floating Engine No. 43. The ser- 
vices of eight engine and four hook and ladder companies and 
of both the floating engines were required, and the fire was 
under control in two hours and fifteen minutes. The cause of 
the fire was not ascertained. Loss, $46,512. Details were 
made from other companies to relieve the men on duty at the 
fire, after it was under control. Among others so detailed was 
Fireman Ist grade Henry W. Hoburg, of Engine Company No. 
41, who, it was reported, while returning to his company on 
the evening of January 25, fell through an opening in the rail- 
voad bridge over Cromwell’s creek, and immediately sank and 
disappeared under the ice. His body was recovered on May 19. 


February 10.—Nos. 746 to 750 Broadway. The building 
was seven-story brick, 75 by 100 feet, the first floor, basement, 
and part of sub-cellar being occupied by Underhill, Slote & Co., 
clothiers, and the remainder of the building by other firme. 
The fire originated in the sub-cellar, and extended to a part of 
the basement floor. On the arrival of the Department the 
building was found heavily charged with smoke, and great 
difficulty was experienced in locating the fire. It was found 


3.) 
necessary to break all the dead-lights in the sidewalk over the 
basement vaults to relieve the cellar and sub-cellar of heat and 
smoke, and the fire was then confined to that part of the build- 
ing. The loss, as adjusted by the fire underwriters, amounted 
to $207,772, on both building and stock, by fire, water and 
smoke. Of that amount $184,024 was caused by damage to the 


stock in the upper part of the building and by smoke alone. 
The cause of the fire was not ascertained. 


During the first quarter eight fires occurred in churches, as 
follows: 


January 2.—St. Luke’s, Nos. 483 and 485 Hudson street. 
A third alarm was sent for this fire, and eleven engines and four 
heok and ladder companies were on duty. The fire was under 
control in one hour. 


January 9.—St. Ignatius’, Nos. 54 and 56 West Fortieth 
SELCEL. 


January 16.—Paulist Fathers’, corner of Fifty-ninth street 
and Ninth avenue. 


January 25.—St. Stephens’, Nos. 144 to 152 East Twenty- 
ninth street, the building extending through to East Twenty- 
eighth street. 


January 31.—Zion, No. 451 Seventh avenue. 


_ February 3.—Holy Communion, corner of Twentieth street 
and Sixth avenue. A second alarm was sent for this fire, and . 
five engine and four hook and ladder companies were on duty. 
The fire was under control in one hour. 


February 6.—Synagogue, No. 746 Madison avenue. A 
third alarm was sent for this fire, and six engine and four 
hook and ladder companies were on duty. The fire was under 
control in one hour. 


February 28.—Synagogue, Nos. 646 to 650 Lexington ave- 
nue. A third alarm was sent for this fire, and three engine and 
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four hook and ladder companies were on duty. The fire was 
under control in two hours. 


All of the above fires occurring in churches were caused by 
defective construction of the heating apparatus. The Depart- 
ment responded promptly in each case, and the fires were 
extinguished before they had gained much headway. 


April 22.—Mercantile establishment, Nos. 514 and 516 
Broadway. The building extended through to Crosby street, 
and was six stories in height, built of brick. It had a front of 
40 feet on Broadway, was 200 feet in depth, and widened out 
to 100 feet front on Crosby street. The fire originated on the 
fifth floor and extended to the sixth floor by stairway and ele- 
vator. The alarm was received at 6.56 A. M., and on the arrival 
of the Department the entire building was found densely 
charged with heat and smoke, and as the roof was of brick, 
with but one scuttle opening, it was impossible to relieve the 
building by the usual method of opening it. Second and third 
alarms were sent out, and also special calls for two engines and 
one hook and ladder company, and after cutting through brick 
arches in the party wall of the adjoining building on the south 
side, the lines were brought to bear on the fire. The services of 
twelve engine and five hook and ladder companies and one 
water tower were required, and the fire was under control in 
one and one-half hours. The fifth and sixth stories were con- 
siderably damaged. Cause not ascertained. Loss, $532,867. 


June 12.—Horse railroad stable, etc., Nos. 653 to 667 West 
Forty-second street. The building was three stories in height, 
built of brick, 200 x 200 feet in area, and occupied by the 
Forty-second and Grand Street Ferry Railroad Company. The 
fire (the alarm for which was received at 10.39 P. M.) originated 
on the third floor, and on the arrival of the Department, had 
complete control of the entire floor. and extended to all parts 
of the building by elevators, shutes and openings of various 
kinds. The services of thirteen engine and four hook and 
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ladder companies and of one floating engine (No. 43) were 
required, and the fire was under control in two hours. Second 
and third alarms were sent out and also special calls for three 


engine companies. The building was destroyed and the cause 
of the fire could not be ascertained. Loss, $95,430. 


June 28.—Storage warehouse, Nos. 432 and 434 West 
Twelfth street. The building was five stories in height, built 
of brick, extending through to Bethune street, and had an area 
of 50x 200 feet. The fire originated on the first floor among 
bales of jute (the building being used for the storage of cotton, 
jute, etc.), and extended to all floors and the roof by the 
elevator shaft. The alarm was received at 4.02 P.M. The 
services of eleven engine and four hook and ladder companies, 
and of both the floating engines (Nos. 43 and 51), were 
required, and the fire was under control in two hours and 
three-quarters. A third alarm was sent out, and the building 
was considerably damaged. The cause was spontaneous com- 
bustion of rags and hemp. Loss, $211,921. 


July 5.—No. 2293 Third avenue (between One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth streets, 
Harlem), a four-story brick building, 25 feet in width and 105 
feet in depth, extending at right angles into and forming No. 
208 East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street, also four 
stories high, 25 feet front and 50 feet in depth. The first floor 
of this building was occupied as a fancy-goods, toy, notion 
and fireworks store, the second floor as offices from Third 
avenue to the angle, and the remaining floors, together with 
the upper part of the buildings Nos. 210 and 212 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth street, with which they were con- 
nected, for storage of furniture, etc. The fire originated among 
some fireworks on a stand in front of No. 2293 Third avenue, 
and, as nearly as could be ascertained, it was caused by the 
carelessness of an unknown person igniting the fireworks with a 
lighted cigar. The extreme inflammability of the stock upon 
the sidewalk and in the store caused a rapid spread of the 
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flames, which extended before they could be checked to the 
adjoining four-story brick iron-front building No. 2291 Third 
avenue, which was slightly damaged, and to Nos. 2295 and 
2297, which were three-story frame buildings, 25 x 50 feet, the 
first being considerably and the last slightly damaged. The 
fire also extended to No. 206 East One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth street, which was slightly damaged, and into Nos. 210 and 
212 East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street, which were con- 
siderably damaged; No. 2293 Third avenue and No. 208 East 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street being totally destroyed. 


This fire occurred during the celebration of Independence 
Day (July 4 falling on Sunday), and the first alarm was received 
at 6.25 P. M. from the nearest street box, located at the corner 
of One Hundred and Twenty-sixth street and Third avenue. 
At 6.29 'P. M. the second alarm was sent, the third at 6.31 P.M., 
and subsequently special calls for six additional companies, by 
direction of Chief of Battalion Reilly, who was in command 
until the arrival of Second Assistant Chief of Department 
McCabe. The companies summoned by these alarms and calls 
extinguished the fire. 


Second Assistant Chief of Department McCabe arrived at 
the scene of the fire at about 7.20 P. M., when Chief of Battalion 
Reilly turned the command over to him with full information 
as to the force present, its disposition and the condition of the 
fire. At 7.25 P. M., an hour after the first alarm was sent, the 
Second Assistant Chief of Department ordered a simultaneous 
call (6-6-6—=12—=5—1-8==7-6-7), summoning all the companies 
due on third alarm at station No. 518 (Seventh avenue and 
Forty-fourth street) to station No. 767 (Third avenue and One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth street). The effect of this call was 
to leave all of the city south to Fourteenth street without the 
protection of fire-extinguishing apparatus on the day of the 
year when fires are most frequent, and when it has for years 
been the policy of the Department to take every possible pre- 
caution. The Chief of Department, who arrived at the scene 
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of the fire at about 7.35 P. M., learning that the simultaneous 
call had been sent, at once countermanded it, and succeeded in 
intercepting the approaching companies, and in returning them 
to quarters with the least possible loss of time. 

The Assistant Chief of Department, recognizing the immi- 
nent danger to the uncovered portion of the city, on hearing 
the simultaneous call, at once proceeded to Headquarters and 
made the best possible disposition of the force remaining on 
duty in the lower part of the city in covering the depleted 
section. Nevertheless, nearly an hour elapsed before these 
dispositions were made, and the safety of the uncovered section 
was comparatively assured. : 

Fourteen engine and four hook and ladder companies were 
at work, and the fire was under control in one and a half hours. 
The estimated loss was $207,784. 


August 9.—Southwest corner of Alexander avenue and One 
Hundred and Thirty-fourth street, a two-story brick building, 
125 x 200 feet, occupied as a manufactory of doors, window- 
frames and general woodwork. At 6.09 P. M. the first alarm 
was received, followed at 6.19 P. M. by the second alarm, and 
subsequently by special calls for six engines and one hook and 
ladder company. The fire originated in the cellar, and owing 
to the nature of the contents it spread with great rapidity 
throughout the building, which was totally destroyed. The 
efforts of the force was directed to saving the adjoining property, 
a wood-working establishment in a two-story brick building, 
75x 100 feet, onthe west, and the lumber yards on One Hundred 
and Thirty-third and One Hundred and Thirty-fourth streets, 
in which they were entirely successful. The management of 
this fire presents a striking contrast to that of the fire of July 5. 
The premises covered a larger area, the stock was fully as com- 
bustible, the danger of its extension was greater, and it required 
two hours (a half an hour longer than the Harlem fire) to get it 
under control, yet fewer companies were used in subduing it, to 
wit: eleven engines and three hook and ladder companies. 
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The cause of the fire could not be ascertained, and the loss was 
$60,647. 


August 16.—Nos. 204 to 210 Elizabeth street, building two 
and three story brick, 100 x 100, occupied by the Brush Elec- 
tric Light Company. The fire originated on the first floor of 
No. 208 and extended through openings on each floor, and by 
stairways, throughout all parts of the building, which was con- 
siderably damaged, and also extended to the rear of the four- 
story brick building, Nos. 222 and 224 Bowery, 50x75, 
occupied by the Young Men’s Christian Association, slightly 
damaging the same. The first alarm was received at 7.27 P.M., 
and at 7.29 P.M. a third alarm was sent out. The fire was 
caused by friction of machinery and required the services of 
eleven engines and five hook and ladder companies to extin- 
guish it, being under control in one hour and forty minutes. 
The water supply was very deficient, notwithstanding that an 
increased pressure was signaled for. The loss was $88,642. 


August 17.—Eleventh avenue, between Twenty-first and 
T'wenty-second streets, five-story brick, 50 x 60, occupied as a 
saw-mill. The fire originated on the first floor of the north 
wing of the building, to which it was confined, extending to the 
roof; the building was considerably damaged. It also extended 
to Nos. 602 and 604 West Twenty-second street, a two-story 
brick, 50x 25, connected by a one-story frame passageway (in 
which the fire originated), occupied as a box factory, which was 
slightly damaged. The alarm was received at 11.13'P. M., and 
at 11.17 P. M. a third alarm was sent out. It required the ser- 
vices of eleven engines and four hook and ladder companies and 
of the floating engine 51, and was under control in one hour 
and forty-five minutes. The cause of the fire was friction of 
machinery and it caused a loss of $35,107. 


August 21.—No. 14 Jay street, an eight-story brick build- 
ing, 25x90, occupied as a tobacco manufactory. The fire 
originated on the fifth floor and extended to the roof, and the 
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building was considerably damaged. The alarm was received 
at 6.35 A.M, and at 6.40 A. M. a third alarm was sent out. The 
services of eleven engines, four hook and ladder companies and 
one water-tower were required, and the fire was under control 
in one hour and thirty minutes. The cause was overheating 
the drying room, and the loss was $23,262. 


August 24,—Nos. 501 to 505 East Seventieth street, a five- 
story brick building, 75 x60 feet, occupied as a moulding and 
saw-mill. The fire originated in the basement and extended to 
all parts of the building, which was considerably damaged. 
The first alarm was received at 5.55 A.M. Some delay in send- 
ing out the alarm, after the discovery of the fire, was caused by 
box 629 being temporarily out of circuit and the consequent 
necessity of using box 628, from which the alarm wassent. At 
6.05 A.M. a second, and at 6.11 A.M. a third alarm was sent out. 
It required the services of ten engines and three hook and 
ladder companies to extinguish the fire, and it was under 
control in one hour and thirty-five minutes. The cause was an 
overheated boiler and the loss was $21,170. 


August 28.—Nos. 126 to 132 Hudson street; building six- 
story brick, 65 x 100 feet, occupied as a wholesale grocery 
business. The fire originated on the second floor and extended 
to the roof by the hatchway ; the building was considerably 
damaged. The first alarm was received at 5.17 P. M., and at 
5.22 P. M. asecond, and at 5.24 P. M. a third alarm was sent. 
Special calls were also sent for two engine companies. The fire 
required the services of thirteen engines, two hook and ladder 
companies and one water-tower, and was under control in one 
hour and fifteen minutes. The cause was supposed carelessness 
of workmen smoking, and the loss was $21,180. 


October 18.—Nos. 122 to 134 Goerck street, one, four and 
five story brick building, 135 by 100 feet, occupied on the 
fourth story by L. Ottman & Co., manufacturers of extension 
tables, and the first and fifth story occupied by Peter Kehr as 
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a desk manufactory. The cause, as nearly as could be ascer- 
tained, was that sparks from the furnace ignited sawdust on 
beams in thesaw-mill. The fire originated on the first floor and 
extended to the roof, considerably damaging the building. 
The first alarm was received at 11.14 P. M., while the companies 
due at station No. 229 (the nearest to the scene of fire) were in 
service at a fire at Nos. 28 to 30 Corlears street. In conformity 
with standing orders the operator at Headquarters at once sent 
special calls for Engine No. 20 and the second section of Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 9 to Station No. 229, and on the 
arrival of Engine Company No. 20 the commanding officer 
immediately sent out a third alarm. The fire required the ser- 
vices of ten engines and four hook and ladder companies, and 
of the fire-boat ‘‘Zophar Mills”’ (Engine Company No. 51), 
and was under control in one hour and forty minutes. The 
water supply was entirely inadequate, a condition due to the 
smallness of the street mains in this section of the city and to 
the fact that the fire in Corlears street had partly exhausted the 
supply. Loss, $93,000. 


WATER CONSUMPTION. 


It is estimated that 20,863,500 gallons of water were used 
by the land engines of the Department in extinguishing fires, 
including that taken from the rivers ; an estimated quantity of 
4,976,250 gallons of river water was used by the two floating 
engines, the total used for this purpose being 25,839,750 gal- 
lons. 


MERITORIOUS SERVICES. 


The following rescues at fires and elsewhere, involving per- 
sonal risk, were recorded on the roll of merit for the year: 


Assistant Foreman Edward Meehan, of Engine Company 
No. 12, while on leave of absence on August 19, rescued 
Charles Eberhardt, age 9, from drowning at Staten Island, 
under circumstances of great risk to himself. 
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Foreman Peter H. Short, of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 1 (since promoted Chief of Battalion) added to his previous 
record in the line of life-saving (see report for 1885) on April 
18, by leading two members of his company, Fireman Ist 
gerade Walter H. Tompkins, and Fireman 2d grade Thomas 
Larkin, up the fire-escape through dense smoke to the fourth 
story of the house No. 89 Mulberry street, from which they 
rescued Mrs. Hannah Riley, aged forty years, and her three 
children Mary, James and Margaret, aged respectively eight, 
five and two years. 

The lower part of the fire-escape became enveloped in flame 
after Foreman Short and Firemen Tompkins and Larkin had 
reached the fourth story, and they were compelled to wait at 
the windows until the fire had been driven back by the streams 
of the engine companies. 


Fireman Ist grade John D. Dalrymple, of Hook and Ladder 
Company No. 4, on September 27, rescued Edmund O’Brien, 
aged twenty-five years, from the roof of the three-story exten- 
sion to the burning building, No. 38 West Fortieth street. 
Fireman Dalrymple, equipped with a life-saving belt and roof- 
rope, from a yard adjoining the extension threw the rope to 
O’Brien, who held it while Dalrymple climbed up hand over 
_hand to the roof, and fastening the rope to O’Brien’s body, 
lowered him to the ground ; Dalrymple then threw the rope to 
a fireman on the adjoining building and climbed to the roof. 
Although the fire did not extend to the extension, and O’Brien 
was not endangered by it, his rescue from the position described 
was a necessity and was accomplished with much risk to Fire- 
man Dalrymple. 


Fireman Ist grade Washington Ryer, of Engine Company 
No. 12, at the time on leave of absence, on November 22, 
rescued from the third floor of No. 2149 Third avenue, Jessie 
and Bessie Whittle, aged respectively eleven and thirteen years. 
The building was on fire in the cellar and extended through the 
dumb-waiter-shaft to the third and fourth floors, filling the 
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house with heat and smoke and cutting off all means of escape. 
Fireman Ryer made his way up the stairs of the burning build- 
ing to the third floor, found the girls in an unconscious state on 
the floor, and wrapping a quilt around them, carried them to 
the street. He afterwards volunteered his services in extin- 
euishing the fire. 


Fireman Ist grade Joseph J. Nimphius, of Hook and Lad- 
or Company No. 14, at the fire referred to in the last preced- 
ing case, rescued from the fourth floor Mary Adams, aged 50 
years, who was helpless by reason of having a broken leg, and 
had also become unconscious, carrying her down the ladder to 
the ground. 


Fireman Ist grade Michael Brady, of Engine Company No. 
34, with the scaling-ladder carried upon the tender of that com- 
pany, rescued Gustave Schonthaler, aged 38 years, who, upon 
the arrival of the company, was hanging out of a third-story 
window of the building No. 232 West Thirty-third street on 
December 22. The fire in the building had cut off all means of 
escape for Schonthaler, and the firemen shouted to him to hold 
out until help came. Fireman Brady ascended to the third 
floor alone, and under his instructions they alternately held the 
ladder in descending. It is considered that Fireman Brady in 
going upon the ladder while it was held by an inexperienced | 
person, took considerable risk. 


THE BENNETT AND STEPHENSON MEDALS. 


The former of these medals was awarded to Chief of Bat- 
talion Peter H. Short for meritorious services rendered in the 
year 1885, the details of which were given in the report for that 
year in the following language: 


“ Foreman Peter H. Short, commanding Hook and Ladder 
“Company No. 1; Firemen 2d grade John O. Furman, John F. 
“ King and Joseph A. Cottrell, of the same company ; Fireman 
“2d grade John Clark and Fireman 3d grade Samuel P. Lynch, 
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* of Hook and Ladder Company No. 10, and Fireman Ist grade 
“Daniel Lyons, of Engine Company No. 10, by the use of ex- 
“tension and scaling-ladders, rescued Mr. and Mrs. Ernest 
“Jaede, their child Mina Jaede, Josephine Kraft and Mary 
‘* Leavy, from the fourth story of the burning building Nos. 16 
“and18 William street, and Nos. 57 to 61 Beaver street, on the 
“night of February 21 ; Fireman Lyons, who, while endeavor- 
“ing to reach the fourth story on Beaver street, by means of 
‘‘scaling-ladders, was overcome by the heat of the fire, and fell 
“from the third story to the basement, and was severely in- 
‘‘“jured, and Mary Leavy, who was severely burned, were both 
‘‘removed to the Chambers Street Hospital.” 


And the Stephenson medal was awarded to Foreman Joseph 
Shaw, of Hook and Ladder Company No. 13, who was ad- 
judged to be the most deserving among the company com- 
manders during 1885. 


The presentation of both medals took place at Washington 
Square on September 25, in the presence of a large concourse 
of people, and of a brigade of the Department which was 
reviewed at that point. 


The presentation was made by the Honorable Randolph B. 
Martine, District Attorney. A detachment of officers and men 
also gave an exhibition of the practical use of scaling-ladders, 
life-lines, jumping-sheets and other life-saving appliances, and 
the exercises were terminated by a short street parade of the 
brigade. 


LIFE SAVING CORPS AND SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION. 


The practical instruction in the use of life-saving appliances 
has been continued during the year at the old building at the 
foot of One Hundred and Fifty-eighth street, Northriver. The 
number of members of the uniformed force who have received 
certificates showing that they have successfully passed through 
this course of instruction is steadily increasing.

There are 79 circuits, aggregating in length 1,069 miles of 
wire, all of which is strung upon poles, 6,709 in number. 


The circuits are classified as follows : 


44 box circuits. 

8 alarm circuits. 

4 combination circuits (alarm and talking). 
12 telephone circuits. 

I tower circuit. 

10 special building circuits. 


Of the above 1,069 miles of wire, 110 miles connecting the 
public schools, and 44 miles connecting the special building 
boxes, were furnished without expense to this Department. 

The total number of signal-boxes is 1,032, of which 670 are 
regular street boxes, 26 are special building boxes connecting 
public (City) institutions ; 131 are located in the public schools, 
and 199 are located in manufactories, places of amusement, 
hotels, and other public places. 

40 additional keyless doors have been provided and placed 
upon alarm-boxes, making 95 now in use. f 

66 miles of new wire have been put up in place of old wire 
which had become unserviceable, and 12 miles of new wire 
have been put up in repairing, extending and changing circuits 


= 
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119 chestnut poles have been set, and 106 old and decayed 
poles have been taken down. 

The combination of the alarm-boxes with the street gas 
lamp-posts, numbering now 32, and including all the boxes on 
Broadway, between Maiden Lane and Fourteenth street, and 
on Fifth avenue, between Fourteenth and Twenty-fifth streets, 
is a new feature deserving of special mention. These posts and 
boxes have been furnished (by the Department of Public 
Works) with ornamental ruby colored glass lamps, and such as 
had been superseded by electric lights have been reconnected 
with the gas-mains, and are now regularly lighted. This ren- 
ders the fire-alarm boxes more conspicuous by day as well as 
by night, and their substitution for the old pattern in the more 
important thoroughfares will be found desirable. 

The underground wires and cables which have been put in 
service in this Department have given most excellent satisfac- 
tion, some having been in service two and a half years without 
deterioration; but in lower Broadway the gutta percha 
covered wires supplied to the Department by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company have been so much affected by 
the heat from. the steam-pipes that it has been deemed 
expedient to disconnect them until the lead cables (Waring), 
now being substituted by the Western Union Company, are in 
place. 

The work of removing the Central Office plant, and trans- 
ferring it to the new building in East Sixty-seventh street, is 
progressing as rapidly as circumstances will allow. 

The reconstruction of the circuits, and the work of putting 
in underground wires is somewhat delayed by the unfavorable 
condition of the weather, making it impossible to open the 
street pavements. It is expected that the system will be in 
full operation in its new quarters early in March. 

In estimating for underground connections with the new 
building, provision was made for only so much as was necessary 
to effect the transfer. Additional circuits will be required, and 
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should be put in at the same time, thus saving the cost of 
opening the streets a second time. 

Many new poles will be required during the present year to 
strengthen the lines, and quite a quantity of wire should be 
renewed to maintain the system in proper condition. |

APPARATUS. 


The following new apparatus was purchased during the 
year: ; 

Two new steam fire-engines (see ‘‘ description of steam fire- 
engines” in a subsequent part of this report for particulars), 
six four-wheeled hose tenders, two Hayes extension hook and 


ladder trucks and one other hook and ladder truck. 


Repairs under Contract. 


Three engines were provided with new boilers and generally 
repaired. j 

Both fire boats were altered and extensively repaired. In 
the case of the ““Wm. F. Havemeyer” (Engine Co. No. 43) 
the repairs amounted practically to a rebuilding of the vessel. 


Repair Shop Work. 


The following were rebuilt : 


Four hook and ladder trucks, two two-wheeled tenders, and 
eleven wagons of various kinds. 


The following extensive repairs were made: 

Thirty-three to steam fire-engines, ten to floating engines: 
twenty-seven to hose tenders, and ten to hook and ladder 
trucks.

The following ordinary repairs were made : 


One hundred and sixty-five to steam fire-engines, three to 
floating engines, sixty-one to hose tenders, thirty-four to hook 
and ladder trucks, five to water-towers, forty-three to wagons 
of various kinds, and one to chemical fire-engine. 

A large amount of miscellaneous repairing and painting 
was also done. 

Six four-wheeled tenders were each equipped with two 
scaling ladders. 

Fifteen sets of sliding-poles were put up in company 
quarters. 

Seven comvany quarters were provided with new heaters. 

Thirty-seven jumping-nets were provided to various com- 
panies and to the School of Instruction. 

Forty safety belts for use on ladders were provided. 

Three portable stand-pipes were provided, two on the float- 
ing engine “ Zophar Mills” and one upon a supply wagon. 

Six improved hose rollers to facilitate the hoisting of lines of 
hose to roofs of buildings were furnished to engine companies. 

Drawing rigs for three horses abreast were provided to two 
engines and six hook and ladder trucks. 


New hose was received (furnished under contract) and 
issued as follows: 

8,000 feet 21%4-inch cotton rubber lined (Baker), 7,250 feet 
2%-inch cotton rubber lined (Eureka), and 50 feet of 31%-inch 
combination rubber were purchased and issued. 


Three first size Amoskeag engines (self-propelling), regis- 
tered Nos. 491, 492 and 493, being no longer serviceable and 
unfit for either repair or alteration, have been condemned and 
were ordered to be broken up. This has been carried out 
with reference to the two last (Nos. 492 and 493), and the first 
(No. 491) is now in process.

The number of horses required for service is 330, leaving 
only 5 spare horses owned by the Department, which would 
not be sufficient for allemergencies. The horses on probation, 
however, augment the number sufficiently. 

During the last quarter alone 52 horses were reported unfit 
for service, the result of sickness or injury, 2 of which died, 41 
were returned to duty and 9 remain in the Hospital Stables 
under treatment. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


The new Headquarters building (Nos. 157 and 159 East 
- Sixty-seventh street) was so nearly completed at the close of 
the year as to make it practicable to remove all the Department 
offices to it, except the Fire Alarm Telegraph, which cannot be 
removed before the first of March next. Arrangements were 
accordingly made and the removal was effected between the 
last day of 1886 and the first business day of 1887, without 
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interruption to the business of the Department. Theold Head- 
quarters building in Mercer street had been used for office pur- 
poses by the Volunteer Department from 1854 to 1865, and 
since then by the Paid Department, and had become entirely 
inadequate to the wants of the Department, being so cramped 
that it became necessary some years ago to obtain other offices 
in an adjoining building to accommodate a part of the Depart- 
ment. It was poorly lighted and ventilated, and, most impor- 
tant of all, was very combustible and so liable to take fire from 
the adjacent high mercantile buildings as to seriously endanger 
that very important branch of the service, the Fire Alarm 
Telegraph. This danger was frequently commented upon both 
in official circles and in the public press. 


Mayor Edson, in his message in 1883, mentions “the rather 
“anomalous and startling fact that the Headquarters ofthe Fire 
‘“* Department is itself in danger of destruction by fire at any time, 
“the consequences of which might be disastrous beyond measure, 
* Although there is here provided a duplicate set of the delicate 
‘‘and complicated apparatus by which instant communication is 
‘‘had with all parts of the city and with every station, yet such 
‘apparatus, if seriously injured or destroyed, could not be re- 
‘produced without much delay, and meanwhile the City might 
“ be the loser to the extent of millions. The first step should be 
“to provide a triplicate set of the communicating apparatus and 
“place it in a secure spot, and the next should be to erect a suit- 
‘able fire-proof building, with proper provision in it for the 
‘important and growing Bureau of Inspection of Buildings, 
“ which is now crowded into a single room of this otherwise 
“adinirably arranged and methodically conducted Department.” 


The new building, which is quite handsome in appearance, 
is six stories high, occupies an area of fifty feet front on Sixty- 
seventh street by about one hundred feet in depth, and has in 
rear an inclosed yard fifty by one hundred feet extending to 
Sixty-eighth street, which is to be used as a practicing ground 
in connection with the School of Instruction and Life Saving 
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Corps, for the training of officers and men. The structure is very 
substantially built and is practically fire-proof. The style of 
architecture is Romanesque. 

In the new building all the offices are provided for, including 
a large room for the School of Instruction (hitherto located in an 
engine-house), and facilities at the rear of the building for the 
training and exercise of the Life Saving Corps, which has hereto- 
fore (since 1883) been obliged to avail itselfof the kindness of An- 
son Lamont, Esq., who has kindly permitted the use of an unoccu- 
pied building at the foot of West One Hundredand Fifty-eighth 
street for the purpose. And in addition to this, two companies 
are located in the building: Engine Co. 39, which was formerly 
located upon this site, and Hook and Ladder Co. No. 16, anew 
organization necessitated by the many schools, asylums, hos- 
pitals, etc., located in the vicinity, as well as by the fact that 
prior to its organization there was no hook and ladder company 
on the east side of the city, between Fiftieth and Eighty-seventh 
streets, 

The new building is well heated (mainly by indirect radia- 
tion), well ventilated and lighted, and is furnished with both 
gas and an incandescent system of electric lighting. The 
interior arrangement of the building is, in brief, as follows: 
The first and second floors are occupied by the two companies, 
with exception of a hall, stairway and .elevator shaft on the 
eastern side of the building. The third story is the Headquar- 
ters of the Department proper, having rooms for the Commis- 
sioners and their immediate assistants and the Bureau of the 
Chief of Department. The fourth floor contains the offices of 
the Bureau of Inspection of Buildings and of the Attorney. 
The fifth floor is for the Bureau of Combustibles, School of 
Instruction and Medical Officers. The sixth floor is for the 
Bureau of Fire Marshal and the Fire Alarm Telegraph. Over 
the eastern end of the front of the building a tower rises to a 
considerable altitude, the first story of which forms a. belfry 
and the second story an observatory, the tower terminating in 
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aspire surmounted by a finial. In the cellar the heating and 
lighting apparatus is located. 


In all respects the building is well adapted to the purposes 
for which it is intended, and it is especially well protected in 
case of riot by the two fire apparatus companies on the ground 
floor, its nearness to the armory of the Seventh Regiment and 
the fact that a new police station is in course of construction on 
an adjoining plot. Its location is rapidly becoming central. 


It is the intention to utilize the old building in Mercer street, 
which is located in the heart of the dry-goods district, and to 
strengthen the uniformed force in that important section by 
fitting it for occupancy by a hook and ladder company, as well 
as for night quarters of the Chief of Department, a fuel depot, 
Cle 

The houses for the new companies to be organized, Engine 
Co. No. 55, at No. 173 Elm street, and Hook and Ladder Co. 
No. 18, at No. 84 Attorney street, are both nearly completed 
and will be occupied at an early date. 


ALTERATIONS -AND REPAIRS, TO BUILDINGS. 


Extensive alterations and repairs were made to the quarters 
of Engine Cos. Nos. 4, 12, 14, 17, 19, 40 and 48. 

Ordinary repairs, involving carpenter, mason, iron, calking, 
glazing, painting, tin-smiths’ work, etc., were made to the build- 
ings of the Department, amounting in the aggregate to one 
hundred and twenty-three different jobs of work.

(Circular No. 1). 


The Board of Fire Commissioners desire to congratulate 
the members of the uniformed force upon the faithful, zealous 
and fearless manner in which they have fulfilled their trying 
duties during the past year. 


That the work of promptly extinguishing fires has been 
efficiently performed appears clearly from the fact that the 
steady decrease in loss of property by fire, dating from 
January, 1882, has been this year more than maintained, so 
that the average loss per fire this year has been considerably 
less than last year, and the average loss per fire during the last 
five years has been less than during any preceding five years 
since the organization of the New York Fire Department in 
1865. 


This gratifying result is due in great measure to the cheerful 
obedience which the uniformed force has yielded to the rules 
of discipline, to its alacrity in responding to alarms and to its 
earnest and effective efforts in extinguishing fires under the 
prudent and skillful control of its commanding officers. 


The heroic courage with which certain members of the 
force have exposed their own lives in rescuing others is worthy 
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of special praise, and when the question of promotions comes 
before the Board these acts will receive the same consideration 
that similar acts have received in the past.
